The Treatment A ccorded Two 
Young Men.

INDIGNANT. 


They W ere A rrested an d Made to 
W alk to T his C ity from G ar- 
v an za a t N ight. 


On the 30th of October J. D. Fyke’s 
store at Garvanza was burglarized, and 
among other things taken was a gnn 
which was afterwards traced to A dam ’s 
gnn store in this city. In describing the 
man who sold him the gun Mr. Adam 
said th at be was tall and had a dark 
mnstache. 
On November 8th a com­ 
plaint was made before Justice K ing, of 
Garvanza, charging John Doe and Bill 
Doe w ith burglary, and the w arrant was 
given into the hands of Constable Me- 
Catckin to arrest the guilty parties. The 
description of the m an who had sold the 
gnn to Mr. Adam was also given to the 
Oonstable.who on the 12th distinguished 
himself by arresting an innocent young 
m an, whose friends consider that he was 
treated in an outrageous m anner, un­ 
w arranted by law. It appears that Mr. 
H erbert 
Bradfield, 
whoee 
mother 
is 
Principal 
of 
Drawing 
in 
the 
public schools in this city, and whose 
friends are legion, was residing with his 
father, whose health is not of the best, 
on their ranch near Garvanza. The 
young m an is possessed of rather a deli­ 
cate constitution, and it was partly for 
his own health that he resided on the 
ranch. 
On the evening of the 12th he 
left the ranch and walked to Garvanza 
to visit a barber’s shop. 
H e was accom­ 
panied by two friends, F. C. Prince and 
a young man nam ed Ferdon. 
When 
they reached Garvanza Constable Me- 
Cutchin stepped out from a store and 
placed them under arrest. 
H erbert 
Bradfield inquired the reason for this 
action, and McCutchin showed the war­ 
ran t charging John Doe and Bill Doe 
w ith burglary. The young men denied 
all knowledge of the m atter, but Me- 
Cutchin ordered them to m arch, and 
forced them to walk all the way from 
G arvanza to Los Angeles, which place 
they reached at 11 o’clock at night in a 
tired 
condition. 
Instead 
of 
tak­ 
ing 
his 
prisoners 
to 
the County 
Jail, 
as 
required, 
the 
Constable 
conducted them to the office of a private 
detective named Metzler. Mr. Bradfield 
and Mr. Prince were treated to an extra­ 
ordinary piece of detective skill in this 
office. 
They were placed in separate 
rooms and state that Mr. Metzler, after 
telling one that the other had confessed, 
repealed the sam e tale to the other. The 
young men could not be intimidated in 
this m anner as they had nothing to con­ 
fess,and the detective was nowiBer when 
he got through than when he commenced. 
After this sort of a programme had been 
kept up for some time Detective Metzler 
ordered that the prisoners should be 
taken to the County Jail, th a t they 
should be kept separately and that no 
one should be allowed to see them 
This order was carried out and the 
young men were then taken to the 
County Jail and locked up in Beparato 
cells. There was no bed in the cell 
given 
to 
Mr. 
Bradfield, 
and 
as 
he 
was 
unused 
to 
sleeping 
on 
a hard floor he was unable to sleep, 
and his delicate health was considerably 
injured by his night’s experience. The 
long walk and his arrest and subse­ 
quent experience, added fo the thought 
th at while his mother was in this city he 
could n et communicate with her, shat­ 
tered his nerves, and he walked up and 
down the cell for hours. 
The next 
m orning it took a considerable amount 
of persuasion to induce those in charge 
of the jail to send a message to his 
m other, who was then attending to her 
duties in the School Department. 
As 
soon as possible Mrs. Bradfield obtained 
adm ittance to her son at the jail, and 
when she heard of the outrageous treat­ 
m ent he had been accorded, she visited 
District Attorney Kelly and secured 
th e services of H enry T. Gage. 
She 
then visited the office of 
Detective 
Metzler and found 
Detective 
Harris 
in charge. 
H e said he knew noth­ 
ing 
of 
the 
m atter. 
A short time 
afterward Detective Metzler was found, 
and when he was told that M rs. Brad­ 
field intended to obtain General E. P. 
Johnson for bondsman, he said that 
there was no need for that, as the m at­ 
ter would be made right. Mrs. Brad­ 
field then went back to the jail, and 
shortly afterward Mr. Adam went to the 
jail and declared that neither ot the 
youog men had sold him the guu and 
th a t they did not answer the description 
h e had given. Mr. Bradfleld was slight, 
whereas the m an he had described was 
stouter and older. 
Mrs. Bradfield then accompanied the 
young men to Garvanza, and notwith­ 
standing the fact th at it had been proven 
th a t neither of the boys had any connec­ 
tion with the gun, the entry in Justice 
K ing’s 
docket 
reads: 
“ Defendants 
brought into court, waived the reading 
of the complaint. They being made ac­ 
quainted with their rights, defendants 
ready lor trial. W . 
W. 
McCutchin 
sworn for people. There not being evi 
dence sufficient to hold defendants, they 
were discharged.” 
During the absence of the young men 
from their homes, some person entered 
their residences and made a search, and 
as there is no evidence of a search war­ 
ran t having been issued, information is 
wanted as to who the parties were who 
broke into their houses. 
_ The friends of Mr. Bradfleld are very 
in d ig n an t. over 
the 
way 
he 
was 
treated, 
and 
they 
are 
trying 
to 
find 
why he was arrested on 
the 
description given, why he was forced 
to walk from Garvanza to this city, why 
he was taken to a private detective’s 
office instead of 
to 
the County Jail, 
why a private detective had the right to 
order him to be confined without means 
of communication with hia friends, and 
why was he placed in a cell without a 
bed. 
They say th at if such things are 
perm itted no person is safe from an 
outrage of a sim ilar kind. The end is 
not yet and it is probable th at steps will 
be taken in some shape to correct such a 
state of affairs.

Berg came to his room at No. 136>¿' South 
Spring street on Friday night, while the 
occupant waa in bed. 
Finding the 
door locked, he opened the window and 
reaching over with his arm turned the 
key and entered the room, and going 
over to where Hollingsworth lay asleep, 
shook him roughly. 
W hen the latter 
awoke Berg, who waB slightly inebri­ 
ated, dem anded the sum of $8 50 which 
he alleged was due from Hollingsworth, 
and threatened to kill him and drink his 
blood if the money was not forthcoming 
inetanter. 
Hollingsworth, who was in 
fear of his life, begged for mercy and 
told Berg that he did not have the 
money, 
when his unwelcome visitor 
turned on his heel, and picking up the 
suit of clothes which his alleged debtor 
had discarded on going to bed, be car­ 
ried them off, saying, as he left the 
room, that Hollingsworth could redeem 
them at his leisure.

E d it o r s H e r a l d — I am pleased to see 
the articles in the H e r a l d by John Shir­ 
ley W ard on the revision of the W est­ 
minster Confession of Faith. I think I 
express the sentim ent of thousands of 
your readers in saying that I am pleased 
to see, in a secular newspaper, some­ 
thing that pertains to m an’s spiritual 
nature, as well as secular news. The 
secular press would be far more useful if 
m an’s moral and spiritual interests were 
more fully dwelt upon. 
But a t this tim e the whole Presby- 
teriau family are deeply interested on 
the subject of revision. A subject which 
interests and deeply affects probably 
more than 2,000,000 of our fellow citi­ 
zens is surely a proper subject for dis­ 
cussion in a secular paper as well as the 
religious papers. 
I have not the statis­ 
tics of the various Presbyterian bodies 
in the United States. 
But the last re­ 
port which f have of three branches of 
the Presbyterian church gives: 
Presby­ 
terian church (North), 753,148 communi­ 
cants; 
Presbyterian church 
(South), 
161,742, and the Cumberland Presby­ 
terian church, 160,185. In these three 
bodies there are 1,075,075 communicants. 
Hence, under their influence there are 
more than 2,000,000 of persons. There 
are some fourteen branches of the Pres­ 
byterian church in the United States, 
lienee, it is a safe estimate to say that 
there are 5,000,000 people who look to 
the Presbyterian church as their spirit­ 
ual home, and to the ministry of this 
church for instruction and guidance in 
spiritual matters. 
A proper revision of the old time hon­ 
ored standard ought to bring about or­ 
ganic union among all these branches of 
said church. The discussion of a ques­ 
tion fraught with such im portant and 
weighty results ought not only to interest 
every Christian, but every citizen in the 
great American republic. 
Let this dieensaion go on till all error 
is eliminated and nothing left except the 
pure gems of truth. 
Man has a physical, an intellectual 
and a psychological nature, and each of 
these needs cultivation, and no one of 
them ought to be neglected. Not enough 
space is given in the secular newspapers 
to psychological subjects. 
Let not the 
editors say their roaders do not want 
such subjects discussed in tbeir papers, 
but let them bear in mind they mould 
the public taste and have made it what 
it is. They can mould it so that there 
will be a dem and for well written articles 
on ecclesiastical and religions subjects, 
and thus induce a better etate of morals 
and make better citizens.

THE WESTMINSTER CONFESSION. 


T h e S t r a in o a th e In t e lle c t u a l C e a * 
sc ie n c e . 
[No. 3—By Jo Lin Shirley Ward.] 
Daring the discussion of revision before 
the Presbytery of San Francisco, Dr. 
Mackenzie condensed his views npon tbe 
subject into one epigrammatic paragraph. 
This paragraph we propose to analyze, as 
neither m inister nor eider has proposed 
to resolve it into its original elements, 
and weigh its meaning. In order to be 
perfectly fair, we quote every word of tbe 
Deloved and learned doctor, as follows: 
"Because the strain on the intellectual 
conscience in subscribing tbe confession 
is already severe, and because the lati 
tude allowed for the differences arising 
from the personal equation of men is at 
present sufficiently narrow, and because 
the present tendency 
of revision 
is 
toward a rigorous exactness of words on 
a subject too profound for any uninspired 
words, and is therefore a tendency to 
make the strain more severe and the lat­ 
itude still more narrow, and thus to limit 
the liberties we have long enjoyed, I am 
opposed to revision.” 
There are three reasons for opposing 
revision. 
1. "Because the strain on the intellect­ 
ual conscience in subscribing the confes­ 
sion is already sufficiently severe.” 
Now this is our firBt reason for favor­ 
ing revision. It is to prevent the "strain 
on the intellectual conscience” that we 
dem and a simplification or modification 
of much of the phraseology of the 
W estminster Confession. 
Why is there 
a "strain on the intellectual conscience” 
in accepting the W estminster Confession? 
There does not eeara to be any very great 
"strain on the intellectual conscience” 
in comprehending the teachings of Christ 
or of his Apostles. The W estminster 
divines, in their effort to solve ami ex­ 
plain the hidden m ystery of Providence, 
only made the subject more mysterious 
by their efforts to give language to a 
thought which they hid not fully com­ 
prehend. They clothed w hat they re­ 
garded as the teachings of Christ in lan- 
gnage and formulary which even now 
are a "strain on the intellectual con­ 
science.” 
Why tbe necessity of this strain of 
intellectual conscience? Why struggle 
to express a thought for which no ade­ 
quate language has been given? 
Why 
attem pt to crystaliza in theological lan­ 
guage mysteries which neither teacher 
nor taught can understand ? 
The formulm of 
Calvin were well 
enough for his day. 
But the world 
moves. 
Three centuries have poured 
their converging rays of education, sci­ 
ence and discovery on the religions 
thought of Calvin’s ago, and this light 
has lifted much of tbe mist which hung 
over it, and through the rifts of the van­ 
ishing cluuds we begin to catch glimpses 
of the beauty and simplicity of the apos­ 
tolic age. 
God never intended that in order to 
comprehend the plan of salvation his 
children shall live under a strain of in­ 
tellectual conscience. 
Dr. Mackenzie 
says this "strain” is already sufficiently 
severe. 
That is o u r reason fo r desiring 
revision. 
Our W estminster brethren 
bound us with gyves of hard, unmeaning 
theological expression. 
We have chafed 
under this strain of intellectual con­ 
science for two hundred and fifty years, 
and now our bounding blood and grow­ 
ing limbs, Sampson-like, are about to 
rend the withes which have fettered us. 
Procrustes must not be cut down to snit 
the bad, but the bad muat be made large 
enough and iong enough to suit Pro­ 
crustes. 
The second reason given by Dr. Mac­ 
kenzie for opposing revision is : 
2. "Because the latitude allowed for 
the differences arising from the personal 
equation of men is sufficiently narrow .” 
if the result of the revision is the sim­ 
plification of our religious creed, in what 
way will it affect the "latitude allowed 
for the differences arising from the per­ 
sonal equation of m en?” Will it not 
rather broaden this latitude? 
The phraeeology on the pivotal points 
of our creed is such that our ministers 
seldom pretend to explain its hidden 
significance. There are but few minis­ 
ters who have the courage to preach to 
their congregations on three successive 
Sabbaths on sections three, four and five 
of the third chapter of tbe W estminster 
Confession. If it is good for the spirit­ 
ual edification of the people to teach this 
doctrine, why is it not just the proper 
thing to p rea ch it? 
If tli8 3 e mysteries 
cannot be explained, why iueist on their 
being retained as a part of their c re e d ? 
Dr. M ackenzie’s third reason for op­ 
posing revision is : 
3. "Because the present tendency of 
revision is toward a rigorous exactness 
of words on a subject too profound for 
any uninspired words, and is therefore a 
tendency to make the strain more severe 
and the latitude more narrow, and thns 
to lim it the liberties we have long en­ 
joyed, I am opposed to revision.” 
In what respect is the present tend­ 
ency of revision toaard a rigorous exact­ 
ness of words ? The very effect of re­ 
vision is to express our creed in such 
simple language that there can be no 
hair-splitting metaphysical dissertations 
on the "exactness of words.” 
W hen we read the closing line of the 
learned doctor’s reasons we first thought 
a huge joke had been perpetrated on him 
by the printer, interpolating the words 
"opposed to” when he intended to have 
said "in favor of,” as all his reasons, 
from our standpoint, ore potent ones in 
favor of revision. 
There was a time in tbe past when the 
pnlpit thought for the pew. There was 
a time w hen'the private member of the 
church accepted his theological food from 
the hands of his pastor, asking no ques­ 
tions. T hat time is paet. The pew now 
wants to know the reason why.

by the ministry of the church? There 
is but one step from the private member­ 
ship to the eldership. The theologi­ 
cal food aud training of the private 
member should be such as to qualify 
him for the eldership; besides, it is an 
insult to the intelligence of ihe private 
membership that they m ast be fed with 
the "m ilk of the word” while the m in­ 
istry and eldership are fed on "strong 
m eat.” Let us recognize the intelli­ 
gence of the private member by requir­ 
ing him to believe just w hat is de­ 
m anded of minister and elder. 
We close with this thought: Either 
let ns require our pulpit to preach our 
creed, or let us modify our creed to suit 
our pulpit.

It is g specially fortunate thing for the 
Republican party that th e Congressional 
elections took place last year instead of 
this. Had the gage of battle been thrown 
down this fall there wonld have been no 
special need of specnlating as to whether 
Reed or M cKinley was in th e lead in the 
contest for the Speakership. The pro­ 
ceedings wonld have interested either of 
them very little; and Reed, who is 
really th e 
best equipped man poli­ 
tically on his side of the House, would 
have been allowed to take the real, as he 
has been allowed in the past to take the 
em pty honor of the Republican caucus 
nomination for that high position. 
Bat 
there is a political rhythm of motion 
which can always be relied upon, and 
which makes the middle year of any 
Presidential term the period of disaster. 
In Act, there is a great deal of loose 
talking in connection with the celebrated 
“ off” year. That year is established by 
preoedent to be the second year of 
a Presidential incum bent. 
The fact 
that the inheritor of his Grandfather’s 
H at has get such an nnprecedentedly 
rough game at the very opening of his ad­ 
m inistration prefigures the sort of double­ 
banked, duplex eliptic clip he will get in 
th e Congressional elections of next year. 
Then the real Waterloo will be intro­ 
duced, with the blare of trum pets, fan' 
fare and paraphernalia of a crashing de­ 
feat. Everything conspires to show that 
th e traditional “ off” year will this time 
be a genuine sky-scraper, and that the 
Democracy will not only take the rag 
from the bush, but the bush with the 
rag.

expanded And indefendible earnings, in 
which consideration for the workingman 
has so often proved to be the vilest 
hypocrisy. It is a striking and horrible 
com m entary npon the election of H arri­ 
son th at, following immediately npon its 
heels, five to ten tbon9and workers in 
iron were hnrled to their death in the 
Gonemangh Valley because the wealthy 
manufacturer proprietors of a reservoir, 
need as a fish preeerve, disdained to take 
th e ordinary precautions which would 
have saved the lives of their fellow men. 
By a singular inconsistency, tho same 
men who professed their willingness, in 
the Chicago Convention which nom­ 
inated Harrison, to take the tax off of 
whiskey rather than that Carnegie and 
his kind should suffer the 
slightest 
dim inution of their millionaire gains, 
w ant to regulate w hat a man shall eat 
and drink. In Iowa and Kansas they re­ 
fuse to allow him to im port the sacrifi­ 
cial wine in which he commemorates the 
m ost solemn services of the Christian 
church. To these fanatice, even when they 
profess Christianity, the action of Christ 
a t the marriage feast of Cana, must seem 
highly uncongenial, to say the least. But 
the same party which prevents a man 
from securing 
th e 
essentials of his 
Christian belief, when it comes to the 
menaced interests of a protected Penn 
sylvania iron-m aster—protected beyond 
the needs of revenne of a government 
eoonomically adm inistered—is willing to 
let whiskey go nntaxed to perpetúate a 
war tariff. 
The Republican party is going through 
its last fantastic contortions. The era of 
tariff reform—a 
tariff reform which 
shall respect the obligations of justice 
while sternly abolishing largesses to the 
rich—and of personal liberty, is upon ns. 
T hat personal liberty will repel with 
iron hand any intermeddling of one man 
with what his neighbor shall desire to 
•a t or drink or wear. 
It will also dis­ 
dain to make a m an pay four dollars for 
a blanket when he onght to get it for two, 
or eight dollars for a stove when he 
ought to got it for four. 
Between the fanatics of the Republican 
party, who want to make whiskey and 
luxuries cheap and stoves and blankets 
dear, and the eame fanatics, of the same 
party, who wish to deny to the religious 
m an bis sacrificial wine, and to the 
harm less good liver his glass of beer, the 
grand old party is in a bad way. It 
would be hard to discover a process of 
rejuvenation 
effectual 
to restore its 
waning vigor. 
E ven a political Dr. 
Brown-Béquard wonld be powerless to 
rehabilitate the Republican party ccn 
sideriug the mess into which it has got 
itself.

Oranges were im ported by rail 
from the United States in 1883, and ex 
ported thence iu 1888, the first shipment- 
being 14,000 boxes of 200 each. Oranges 
are growing with the best resulta at an 
elevation of 800 ieet above sea-level and 
Eome distance from the ooaet, 
Tho 
groves arc irrigated and there are no in­ 
sect pests. 
Lemons, figs and olives are 
cultivated for home consumption only. 
The Consul says that full information on 
the subject is difficult to obtain.

H is lanky iron-gray hair was 
worn a little longer than is com m on.

gray m ustache drooped about the corners 
of h is m outh, and his large gray eyes 
were bloodshot. 
Hia clothing and his 
person alike were lacking in cleanliness. 
It was not the first tim e General Foster 
had stood in line in a police court. 
M agistrates

clerks

w ell. 
Policem an Ryan said that Foster 
had 
raised

Thir­ 
teenth street and had been put out.

Thornton’s hotel is at that num ber, and 
th e clerk said that Foster had not lodged 
there in several w eeks, but often came 
there to see friends. 
“ I never saw a man become such a 
wreck before,” said an old-tim e friend of 
the unfortunate. “ H is father, Dr.George 
Foster, had a large practice as a physi­ 
cian and an assured position in society. 
The young fellow had just been gradu­ 
ated as a lawyer when the war broke out 
and he went to the front. 
H e rose 
rapidly and com m anded a brigade in the 
Nineteenth Arm y Corps under General 
Banka.

H udson w ith distinguished gal­ 
lantry and took part in the battle of 
Baton Rouge. 
Near the end of the war 
he went to W ashington and served in 
the Departm ent of Justice.

important matters

President 
Lincoln 
and 
Secretary Stanton. 
After the murder of 
the President General Foster assisted in 
th e prosecution of the conspirators and 
the conviction of Mrs. Surratt was largely 
due to h is talent and energy. 
“ Leaving official life, General Foster 
cam e to N ew York and dropped into a 
law practice worth $15,000 or $20,000 a 
year, and was courted on all sides. 
H e 
collected a fine law library, became a 
Mason 
of 
high 
rank, 
aud 
wa° 
prom inent in in e Grand Arm y. 
Less 
than a year ago the General began on 
the 
downward 
grade, 
after 
some 
dom estic troubles. 
Mrs. Foster aud her 
daughters now live down town som e­ 
where. 
From being unusually neat iu 
hie dress, the General has grown to look 
like a tram p, and he has no m oney ex ­ 
cept what he begs from those w ho may 
have known him in better d ays.”

T he following interesting account of 
the breaking of ground for the great 
ship canal across the Tehauntepec isth­ 
m us was received by a lady of this city 
the other d a y :

D e a r G o d m o t h e r—I wrote you a long 
letter last month, telling you all about 
the canal and also Greytown. Now I am 
writing this to tell you all about the 
formal opening of the canal, which took 
place on the 231 of this month, of which 
you have seen in the New York papers 
a much better account than w hat 1 can 
give you. 
Still I will tell you that on the 
23d at 9 o’clock a large num ber of in­ 
vited persons of Greytown arrived at the 
spot by steam er hired for the occasion. 
I was sent to town to receive the invited 
parties, and accompanied them to the 
landing. A large num ber of people came 
in boats, carriages and on foot. 
Mr. 
Manocal having m ade some appropriate 
rem arks to the Governor of the town of 
the auspicious 
undertaking, and the 
Governor having in the name of bis 
Governm ent most heartily expressed his 
best wishes and success *o the grand un­ 
dertaking, everybody was invited to the 
large tents of refreshments to take a 
glass of champagne, and afterward, every­ 
body went 
to see the formal open­ 
ing. Some thirty or forty men stood 
w ith shovels in hand in a line ready to 
take up the first shoveleful of earth. 
At 
the proper moment all dug together, 
and wheelbarrows received and carted 
away as fast as loaded the dirt, and the 
canal was declared to be begun. 
More 
champagne was drunk; success to the 
canal was the general toast, and then 
all retired. I loaded along with a fellow 
officer friend of mine, two wheelbarrows 
of dirt, just after they began; so you see 
I helped dig the canal, if it is ever fin­ 
ished. A num ber of us also picked up 
some of the sand of the first shovelsfu[ 
dug, and if you would like to have some 
I shall be very happy to send you some. 
A number of little Lots have been sent to 
the States by officers of this company to 
their friends at home as a curiosity. 
On the evening of the 23d there was a 
grand banquet given by General Mac- 
Camly. 
About seventy persona were 
seated. 
Of the clerks of the company 1 
was the only one invited; I attended, 
and it was a very nice affair. 
Mr. 
Menccal was toasted the dinner through­ 
out, and everything was of the very best 
that money could procure. 
Work all through the line of the canal 
is progressing. Telegraph connection is 
now being made to the lake. 
A railroad 
is nearly completed which will run for a 
distance of about a mile here on the 
beach. 
Everything 
begins 
to 
look 
different to what it was a m onth ago. 
Every steam er brings new clerks and 
engineers I expect scon to be trans­ 
ferred to a different place. 
The syndicate who bought out the line 
ef steamers from Peelas have taken 
charge aud have begun operations. Gen­ 
eral Daniel Macauly is the General Man­ 
ager, and is running everything very 
different and better than what was done 
during Mr. Pellas’ time. 
John Augus­ 
tine is employed in the position of Store­ 
house Manager. 
He brought with him 
his three eldest children, and they are 
now living with us. John made arrange­ 
ments with my wife to take entire care 
of them, so their home is now w ith us. 
H is wife and youngest child are with 
Nina Rosa and ulam Garlos. 
Mr. Menocul left for the interior a few 
days ago and I suppose will arrange 
satisfactorily some difficulty that this 
Government has been, it seems, for 
some tim e, putting in the way. 
A num ber of people have jiBt arrived 
from New Orleans, and are looking for 
work and the prospect of doing business. 
All the hotels are fnll, and the town, I 
hear, is looking much livelier. 
R ent is 
high and houses scarce. 
One could 
make mot c money by building large 
tenem ent houses than any other way, as 
a room is hard to get. 
I am glad to be able to say that all my 
folks are of much better health than they 
were when I wrote to you last. 
Papa is 
still complaining, and seems to be im­ 
proving very slowly. 
We all send our 
love to yon, and hoping that you are en­ 
joying good health and that everything 
is bright in Los Angeles, I rem ain your 
loving and affectionate godson, 
H e r b e r t P. S a l t e r .

steam er Zealaiidia to San Francisco.)— 
Considerable alarm has been felt here 
on account of the death of several sail­ 
ors on the German man-of-war Sophie, 
and the report that their death w sb 
caused by typhus fever. 
A num ber of 
other sailors were ill and the Germans 
established a hospital on the Sophie for 
their accommodation. The American 
and B ritish residents became alarmed 
and complained to their respective Con­ 
suls, who asked the Captain of the So­ 
phie for an explanation. 
In his reply to 
Consnl Blacklock, the Captain adm itted 
th at th e malady was tvpbus fever, but 
eabsequentljr the surgeons of the Sophie 
and the U nited States steam er Adams 
and a resident German physician held a 
consultation and pronounced the disease 
Samoan fever, known aa “ tate vela, or 
hot blood. 
The Sophie's surgeon at­ 
tributed it to decaying substances on tbe 
wrecks cf the Trenton and the other war 
vessels which were lost in the hurricane 
last March. 
However, the Germane re­ 
moved the sick sailors to a remote part 
of the town, where two of them have 
since died. 
WHO SHALL REIGN IN SAMOA? 
Notwithstanding the provisional elec­ 
tion held he~e by tbe natives last month, 
which resulted in the choice of M ataafa 
as King and M alie toa as Vice-King, the 
followers of Tamasese, last week, elected 
Malietoa KiDg and Tamasese Vice-King.

W hat Is B eally B uliiveil and P rae- 
ticed by T his P ersecuted 
P eople.

C hicago, November 28.—In response 
to a telegram from the Associated Press 
asking a statem ent concerning the pres­ 
ent investigation in Salt 
Lake City, 
President Woodruff, of the 
Mormon 
church, sends a dispatch, iu which he 
says: 
“ This is the periodical Mormon 
sensation which we are accu6tomed to 
expect in November. Congress meets in 
December, and it is presumed that the 
usual efforts will ba made to secure legis­ 
lation against the Mormons. In addition 
we are on the eve of an im portant m uni­ 
cipal election here, which the anti-Mor­ 
mons hope to carry by preventing the 
naturalization of Mormons. There is ab­ 
solutely nothing in the Mormon religion 
inconsistent with patriotic devotion to the 
G overnment of the United States. The 
revelation» and commandments of the 
church require the constitution and laws 
of the land to be upheld. 
It is also a 
part of oar belief that the time will come 
when the country will be distracted and 
general lawlessness prevail. Then the 
Mormon people will step forward and 
take an active part in rescuing the na­ 
tion from ruin. 
“ In regard to the claim th at the priest­ 
hood or the chief authorities of the 
church assert the right to control the 
Mormon people in all temporal, includ­ 
ing political affairs, I would say : 
I am 
the head of the church and 1 do not 
make any such claim. It would be im­ 
possible to exercise it if I did. 
The 
charge of nndue interference in elections 
is absurd. 
Balloting is strictly secret, 
and all the m anagement of the elections, 
in the smallest details, is in the hands of 
the United States Government’s ap­ 
pointees. T hat the Mormons are united 
politically is largely due to their being 
constantly and vindictively assaiied by 
sm all minorities who seek to control the 
majority. 
“ A good deal is being made of the 
form of prayer, based upon two verses in 
the sixth chapter of the Revelations of 
St. John in tne New Testament. 
It re­ 
lates to praying that God might avenge 
the blood oi the prophets. 
An attem pt 
has been made to connect this with 
avenging tho death of Joseph and Hiram 
Smith. It can have no suck application, 
as the endowment was given long befure 
the death of Joseph and H iram Smith, 
and has not been changed. These men 
were murdered by a local mob disgnised. 
“ Concerning the 
cry 
about 
blood 
atonement, there is this foundation: Our 
religious faith is belief in the atoning 
blood of Christ. 
We believe in the 
Scripture doctrine: 
‘Whoso sheddeth 
m an’s blood, bv man shall his blood be 
shed.’ B at we also believe that all 
execution for murder shall be under the 
law of the land and by its officers only. 
The statements of apostate Mormon wit­ 
nesses that the endowment ceremonies 
involve the death penalty upon those 
who leave th e church and " disobey the 
priesthood, are simply untrue. 
Mor­ 
mons on the stand have the right to de­ 
cline to disclose the innocent formula of 
tbe endowment, just as the Masons have 
a rigbt to refuse to disclose the Masonic 
rituals.”

There is perhaps no one industry that 
could be inaugurated in this neighbor­ 
hood that would so greatly condnce to a 
healthy business prosperity as the erect­ 
ion of smelting and refining works for 
the treatment of the silver and lead ores, 
and rebellious told ores, which 
aro 
abundant here. As matters now stand, 
ores of the kinds mentioned are most of 
them sent to Denver, or Pueblo, in Colo­ 
rado, or San Francisco. This one ex­ 
pense of railway freight (from $14 to $20 
per ton) effectually sbuls out the great 
bulk of the ores of Southern California 
and makes unprofitable nineteen-twen­ 
tieths of the mines. It is a well-known 
fact that the best mines the world over 
are those producing low grade ores, and 
these ores are the ones that usually occur 
in large quantities, and are also the ones 
that this heavy cost of railway transpor­ 
tation prevents working. 
With smelters here the ores from all 
points in Southern California and as far 
east as the western half of Arizona can 
be reduced at a saving to the miner of 
from $7 to $12 per ton. And this of it­ 
self is a good profit, and would make 
profitable many of the mines and pros­ 
pects that today are idle and of no value 
for lack of a market. Start up say 100 
mines in this region, buy from the 
miners the ores they have now on their 
dumps, and what, will be the resalt. 
The miner takes the money he gets for 
hie ore and with it he will produce twice 
as much more, find employment for 
hundreds of men and scatter about this 
city thousands of dollars daily for sup­ 
plies, etc., while the smelter will be pro­ 
ducing daily her thousands in bullion. 
This matter is now being intelligently 
investigated. 
Prof. C. E. Anthony, the mineralogist, 
has spent the last six months investigat­ 
ing the minerals of the southern half of 
the State, having in view the erection of 
reduction works; and in a conversation 
with a H er a ld reporter yetesrday, said: 
“ I am now fully convinced that there are 
ores enough now mined and obtainable 
to keep in blast a 40 ton smelter for six 
months if more no mining was done. The 
works that we expect to erect somewhere 
in the sontheru part of the State will be, 
at the beginning, a 40 ton lead and silver 
water jacket furnace, in which all ores 
except those rich in copper will be 
treated. 
I have fully investigated the 
lead supply, and shall have no trouble in 
supplying the furnace. 
Much of the ore 
here obtainable will require roasting 
or 
desulphnring, 
as 
the 
carbon­ 
ate 
and 
oxide 
of 
lead 
is 
not 
very 
abundant 
here; 
but 
there 
is one very favorable feature in the 
smeltiog here, as we propose to conduct 
it. There is not a single substance that 
we are obliged to uee as a flux that does 
not carry either silver or gold. The 
lead, iron, lime and silica can be ob­ 
tained either as a silver or gold ore, and 
thus no barren 
matter will be pat 
through the furnace.” 
The Professor, when asked where he 
would erect the plant, said that it had 
not been decided upon fully. 
Several 
points have been talked of, all of which 
have something to recommend them. 
Los Angeles bneiuesa men can not 
afford to have this plant go elsewhere. 
The mo9t flourishing cities in the Weet 
today owe their prosperity in a great 
degree 
to 
their 
smelters. Denver, 
Omaha, 
Salt 
Lake, 
Kansas 
City, 
Pueblo and El Paeo. 
These towns 
all 
concede 
this 
to be 
the fact. 
San Diego, Anaheim, San Pedro and The 
Needles, are all striving for the Bmelter, 
and each place has some feature to rec­ 
ommend it. But Los Angeles is a rail­ 
way centre, and the ores and flaxes will 
be drawn from all the different roads 
that enter this city. The promoters of 
this scheme cannot do bettor than to 
erect their works somewhere in the sub­ 
urbs of Los Angeles. And upon the 
completion of the Utah Southern there 
can be obtained ore enough of the most 
desirable kind to require large additions 
to the original plant. 


RAY’S LIBEL SUIT.

The case of W. A. Ray against the 
Timei'Mirror Company came up yester­ 
day before Judge Shaw. Last March 
the Tima published a sensational story 
alleging that W. A. Ray, President of the 
San Gabriel Valley Bank of Pasadena, 
had seduced and betrayed a very beauti­ 
ful young lady of that place. The story 
was to the effect that Ray boarded with 
the girl’s mother,and while in the house 
betrayed her. She was alleged to bo 
quite young, and a harrowing story was 
told. Kay is an old man, sixty years 
perhaps, with head and beard as white 
as snow. He is a very respectable look­ 
ing old gentleman, and the last, thing

He 
was

shining 
light in one of the churches, and an 
ornament to the ra‘her exclusive society 
that takes pride in living in the Crown 
of the Valley. Ray at once, on the pub­ 
lication of the article in question, re­ 
signed his position in the bank and otner- 
wiae secluded himself. 
He al60 brought 
suit against the TimeS'Mirror Company 
for $50,000 damages. 
All this was very sensational, but its 
chiaro-oscuro effects were all eclipsed yes­ 
terday when, on a motion to continue 
the case, Colonel H. G. Otis, President 
of the company, read an affidavit in 
court settiDg forth what he could prove 
if the delay were allowed him. When 
the attorneys for the paper filed this 
affidavit, there was a silence that might 
be felt in the court. Ray’s attorney, W. 
T. 
Williams, was 
manifestly taken 
aback, and S. M. White and Henry 
T. Gage, counsel for the company, 
enjeyea the 
fun. 
The affidavit is 
quite long, and asks to be allowed to pro­ 
cure the celebrated Pinkerton ot detective 
fame to show up the character of Ray, 
who dwelt in Chicago prior to comiog to 
Pasadena. The affidavit claims that it 
can be proven that Ray, while living in 
Chicago, was the ‘‘associate of women 
of questionable character.” It alleges 
that a young lady, Alvina McKee, was 
the center of a “ tragedy” in which the 
banker played the part of heavy villain. 
The story is that Ray was very intimate 
with Miss McKee. That he won her 
confidence to a great degree, and when 
she was in need of money he promised 
her $400 on condition that she mort­ 
gage to 
him 
a 
bit 
of 
property 
she 
held. 
The 
mortgage 
was 
given, but Ray failed to pay the money. 
He then began proceedings to foreclose 
the mortgage, and a Constable was sent 
to Miss McKee’s house to serve some 
papers, and she shot him. His name 
was Mr. Ellicott. When Ray appeared 
on the floor of the Board of Trade he was 
“ hooted and hiesed” by his fellow mem­ 
bers.

so bad was his reputation in Chicago be 
was forced to ?ell out to bis partner and 
seek “a more congenial clime.”

The long document contains many and 
diverse similar allegations, and the Conrt 
seems to have been impressed with 
them, for the case was continued ae 
prayed for.
